HEALTH CONDITIONS, 


- “The commission has lately made 
a thorough investigation of health 
conditions in Belgium and Northern 
France to determine the degree of 
success that has attended its opera- 
tions. Dr. William Palmer Lucas of 
the medical department of the Uni- 
versity of California, who undertook 
this investigation, spent three 
months in close association with Bel- 
gian physicians and health authori- 
ties and arrived at some interesting 
conclusions. He reports that the ag- 
ricultural class, which has been able 
directly or indirectly to becure a suf- 
ficiency of foodstuffs, is, broadly 
speaking, in a normal state of 
health. The same may be said of the 
well-to-do classes. mn the other 
hand, the high prices obtaining for 
native products have made it prac- 
tically impossible for laborers and 
minor commercial people to secure 
the „ supplement to their 
pro rata of the commission's impor- 
tations.

harvest, this year, has been a fair- 
ly —4 one, although the production 
is less than 40 per cent. of the re- 
quirements. In Northern France, 
owing to the absence of the men 
with the French army, the peasants 
have been incapable of planting the 
whole of their fields and the Ger- 
mans have cultivated large areas. 
Herbert Hoover, chairman of the 
commission, effected last year an 
arrangement with the occupying 
army whereby a large part of the 
wheat actually raised by the people 
of the country, roughly one-third of 
their requirements, was set aside for 
the civil population. This arrange- 
ment has been extended to the pres-
